While we have increased our Rose production somewhat, we still do not 
have enough, and we urge ordering early. 


Roses thrive in most garden soils capable of growing flowering trees and 
shrubs. Dig holes at least 18 inches in depth and width, and use several shovel- 
fuls of well-rotted cow manure; or if this is not available, use peat humus, or 50 
per cent of each. Set the plants just deep enough to cover the bud union, which 
means | or 2 inches deeper than they stood in the nursery. Pack well and water 
thoroughly. In the spring use a balanced commercial fertilizer. Vigoro is highly 
recommended and is obtainable in any size package desired. The American Rose 
Society’s handbook, “What Every Rose-Grower Should Know,” makes Rose 
growing easy by providing the answers to questions on planting and care when 
you need them. We recommend the use of this little reference book. 


Production is up somewhat this year as compared with last, but we still will EREIHERR VON 
not have enough Roses to last the season through.
